ARGUING THE QUESTION. 

Mr. Williams then proceeded to ad- 
dress fhe Court on his motion.

District Attorney Kelly replied, quot-

The Court denied the motion, hold- 
ing that thére were questions of fact 
in the case which should go to the jury. 

THE DEFENSE. 

A thrill of expectancy passed through 
the remaining spectators in the court- 
room, as they now expected to see the 
long-suppressed list of witnesses which 
Sage Brush Williams has been 
ing around in his pocket for several 
days. The District Attorney demanded 
that the list of witnesses for the de- 
fense be called. Attorney Williams 
in a nervous manner said that he did 
not know whom he was going to call 
yet, and would like to adjourn until 
morning. Afterward he professed an 
eagerness to go ahead and finish the 
case. At all events he did not pro- 
duce the list, and called his first wit- 
ness from a piece of paper which con- 
tained not more than half a dozen 
names. 


S. SLOCUM 
being sworn testitied: I am a carpenter 
and live on Monroe street. I live 
about eight or ten lots from the Flag 
Cottage. Have lived there about two 
months. I know Mrs. Graf. Several 
families live around there—about a 
dozen families. I did not hear any 
disturbance in that neighborhood be- 
tween Febraary 26th and March 7th. 
Did not hear anything boisterous. On 
the night of the 26th 1 heard nothing. 
s cottage every day. 

Cross-examination: I live beyond the 
e. About 400 or 500 feet. The 
wind blows both ways. I have worked 
for the McCormicks a little. I goto 
bed from 9 to 11 o’clock. I was at 
home on the night of the 26th. I never 
to the Flag Cottage unless I have 
usiness there.

I live on Jefferson street, about 300 
yards west of the Flag Cottage; about 
he same distance that Mr. Slocum 
ives.

J. J. FROHWEIN. 

I reside on the Howes tract. As long 
as I have been going there, I have not 
seen any disturbance. I have seen 
carriages and buggies there, but saw 
no disturbance. go on about my 
business. If I drink, that is my own 
business. 

The defense rested its case, without 
introducing any other witnesses. After 
some talk of 3 Lit was finally 
decided to hold a night session, and 
the court took a recess until 7:30 
O clock. 

Night Session. 

The court convened at 7:30 and Dis- 
trict Attorney Kelly made the opening 
argument for the prosecution. He said 
that the trial had been a tedious one. 
The State was not present to prosecute 
any one, nor to punish any one, unless 
he is guilty. Witnesses have been in- 
troduced to show that the Flag Cot- 
tage is a disorderly house; that the 
defendants keep the house. It has 
been shown that the defendants keep 
a place where, on the 26th of February, 
the vilest sort of disturbances went on; 
when language, the foulest that can 
be used,rang out on the nignt air. 
That the actions of these people caused 
an old lady to be awakened from her 


sleep.

The defendants, he argued, were 
charged under the complaint with 
he gr a house of public resort, and 
that the peace and comfort of the 
neighborhood had been disturbel; that 
these, and these alone, are the charges | 
against them. The evidence excluded 
by the Court cannot be considered by 
the jury. These defendants cannot be 
tried for other offenses than those 
cha in the complaint. 

“The purpose of the State,” he 
said, in this trial, and I say it is un-

He argued that as they 
had not been called, and were, some of 
them, the most prominent people in 
the city—men with families and chil- 
dren—that they should not be named. 
I was prepared to show by these peo- 
ple that the place was respectable. I 
now ask that the subpcena be not re- 
turned. 

Constable Clement: I will forfeit my 
fee, if I can. 

District Attorney Kelly: There hav- 
ing been no return the matter is out of 
my hands.

GEORGE ABBOTT. 


He Is Held in $1500 Bail on a 
Serious Charge. 

The male members of the Abbott 
family, who have become infamous in 
this city on account of their disgrace- 
ful mode of living, are in a fair way 
to see one of their brothers safely 
lodged in the State’s prison. It seems 
that a short time ago a 13-year-old 
girl named Serena Espinoza, who had 
grown so wild that her parents could 
do nothing with her, was arrested and 
taken before Justice Austin. 

His Honor made a close examina- 
tion of the case, and decided to send 
the young miss to Mother“ Watson’s 
Girls’ Home out in the southern part 
of the city. Serena was duly com- 
mitted, and for a.time all went 
well, but the girl's friends were 
not idle, and a few days 
ago George Abbott, who has not here- 
tofore figured as a mac,“ investi 
the grounds about the “Home” and 
made up his mind to release Serena. 
As soon as he reached this decision he 
arranged his plans, and the girl was 
taken out without Mrs, Watson’s per- 
mission. As soon asthe girl was re- 
ported as missing, a detective was put 
to work on the case, and Abbott was 
arrested on a charge of having assisted 
a prisoner to escape. He appeared be- 
fore Justice Austin yesterday on pre- 
liminary examination, Several wit- 
nesses were examined, and a very 
strong case was made out against 
Abbott. At the conclusion of the 
case, Justice Austin held Ahbott to 
appear before the Superior Court for 
trial, with bail fixed at $1500. He 
failed to secure bail, and was locked 
up in the County Jail. 

The offense is a felony and if Ab- 
bott is convicted he can be sentenced 
to 10 years in State’s Prison or to pay 
a fine of $10,000. The Abbott boys 
have frequently boasted that they 
have ruined more girls in this city 
than all of the rest of the ‘‘macs”’ put 
together, and now the courts have a 
chance to-set an example that will not 
soon be forgotten, for there has been 
altogether too much of this kind of 
business going on here. 


MISSING MAN, 


With a Standing Reward of $500 
for His Body. 

R. E. Word of Nashville, Tenn., 
writing to THE Times under date of 
March 9th, says: 

Seeing so much in the papers of the 
rush to Southern California for gold 
recalls my mind to a missing man, in 
whom I, as a relative, am interested. 
I refer to J. M. Phillips of this State, 
who disappeared near Ash Hill, on the 
Atlantic and Pacifie Railroad, Novem- 
ber, 1887, known to have been delir- 
ious at the time, and supposed to have 
perished in the desert: His son spent 
a month there, making such search as 
he could, and advertised a reward of 
$500 for the discovery of the body 
or bones of the missing man.

should the evidences of identification 
be produced, which in that dry cli- 
mate might be still preserved, as the 
missing man had his pockets full of 
internal revenue papers, the bone of 
the left arm had a bullet deeply im- 
bedded in the forearm, and the clothes 
of blue Middlesex might ibly re- 
tain some traces of identification. The 
children of the missing man have lost 
hope of ever learning the fate of their 
father. Publication of any of these 
circumstances would be thankfully ap- 
preciated by them and by the writer. 


A STRANGE CASE,
